Until now British Oolnmbia bae 
lbe«n governed by the appointeea of 
Downing street. The solo appointing 
power repoBBd in tho Golonial Minister 
of tho day— himseU the creature of 
ac^^jj|t,,^j|litjp||t9d-toTkQd iato ofQoe by 
the erratio, revolution of the political 
^jrbjeljuXthe patent stale— not seldom. a 
man whoad ignoranoe of the oolonies 
HWwiyequBilod by ipability to ap- 
pTiolitr~theic, worth. To such an 
one have our Goveroors and our offieialfl 
alone boon lospoDsible. Dndor lliom 
tho ofTairs of the couutry were adminis' 
terbd Acoording to the oaprico of tho 
Oolonlir MiniBter,' instead of in nccor- 
danoe with the well-nnderstood wisbos 
of the people who made tlio oouulry and 
contributed tho rovoouo. It isBoarcolj 
BurprieiDg that uuder ancb a eystbiii a 
people aoouatomed to political freedom 
and -to ■ -the eseroieo of the 
conBtliuilonai ''"W^^^ of Britons 
ahonid have learned to regard tho gov- 
erning claeses with aversion and dis" 
trnst. It is not slruuge tliat a tingle 
dooade ot suoh Qdmiiiistration shonld 
have Bufliced to alienate tbo governed 
from the governing olasseB, creating u 
golf betw«en the two which coald alone 
bo bridged over by making the latter 
directly leBponaihle to tbo former. 
TJader sooh ciroamstances as thsBo the 
peoplo hnd become aconstomed to tbiuii 
of.iho Government as iomething inimi- 
cal to their interosts.somolhing demand- 
ing their opposition. But all this is 
completely cbanged, The battle for the 
people's rights haa been fought and 
won, and ibo conntry is now called to 
eniar upon ibe enjoymont of the ineBti* 
mable boon of RoBponeible Government; 
We have been led to think that the peO' 
pie do notqaito realizo the full nataro 
aod extent of the chauge. Tho habit ol 
thinking ol (be Government as something 
to be diitrnated nod opposed has so 
grown apon ihora that many persons 
experience diffionlty in adopting tbom- 
BoWes to the aow condition of things. 
Hence Bome eieoiors ore stiU found ap- 
proaching tho imporiant woUi of 
ohoosing represoutativoa in the old spirit 
of oppobitioa to the Govornmont. Wo 
invite oleetors to aalmly view the new 
polilieal sitnation in tho light of reason 
and commoa sense. Tho provisional 
Goveroment of tokdoy simply awaits tbe 
appointment of a rosponsibie Cabinet 
under the new constitution. The mater- 
ial for that Cabinet masi bo {applied by 
the people.at.tbe appreaobiog election. 
~ It la tbarol^lr ihat the electors have 
the important duty to perform^ not of 
sending representatives to oppose a 
Geverom^nt which as yet h&i no ex 
istenca, but of sending to the new 
Legislature suitable material out ot 
which ooDBtrnot a paople'B Govern- 
ment which they are now called upon, 
in tho constitutional exercise of their 
new-gotten and inestimable political 
rigbta, to create. It is clear, thorelore, 
that, iu ohoo^iyg repreaonlutivos now, 
the electors should look tor legislative, 
eottttraotivoi admioistrativa ability^ 
rather than for those qnaiitlfs of des- 
trnclivouosa and opposition which they 
bavo becoinoeo accustomed to look for 
hi tho past. la lael, every conBiitnontiy 
ahoald aim at sending filling material 
for a Cabinet Minister. It may bo suid, 
in reply/. that even the new Government 
-wiy^'beailtbe better for the piesoDco ot 
an oppositiOD. Quito so ; but, then, it 
would be a paradox for a conHiiluoucy 
to send a representulivo in the first in- 
fitanoo to oppnao a Goverumoul yet to be 
formed out of ihs representatives supplied 
l^tfiepeople, Ttiere could neither bo 
a^nge nor reason in such a coarse. Lot 
every ccnsiituency send to tho now 
Logialatura ihe vtry best Cabiuoi-muk- 
ing material it ■nu command. 
This is Iho great duiy of Iho 
honr, upon iho 'naonor of dia- 
eb»rgics wliiob mnst haog ilia eacoonii or 
noDsucotBb ol IteepotieibloGovorimu'iit, That 
daiy diasbaigedf iboee repteientaiives wbu 
may accept setts in the Cabiost will be at 
oDoe seat back for the approval of their 
coDBliiaontB. In seelnng ^c^elc•c•tion thoy 
will doubtless lay Uio policy o( tlie nuw Gov- 
ernnect bofere tho okctors, who will ihoa 
for .Ihe-firat time ba pinoed in a poeiiiou to 
j«dg« rationally ol tbolr duty to uupport or 
appose the new BdnainlBtratioa. Tbe reader 
will laadily perceive how great a teaponsi- 
bilily is tbn« thrown npou iha people— that J 
it will virtually reel wiili them to raalto 
Bad onunuUe (.xovern moiiiB uodtir tbe new 
■yalem. It will also bu seou bow larRoly 
Ihi Bucoesfful worlcin.T of iiuflponaibla Uovs 
ernmeBl muBt dopond upon the raauoar ia 
wbicb the people exercist their Iraaobl^a at 
the lortbepniog •lection. Every elect ioo 
will be icnporfabt now; but where ovuty- 
tbing. has lo becroQtod out of cbaoo— whore

Eastern States. 

New York, August y9.— Tho movement 
among, Democoats loout looso Irom tha lea- 
dcra of Tammany llall, seems steadily gain* 
ing ground.

It seems to have the aympalby 
and will perhapa receive the stipporl ol 
tba Manhattan Club laotion of this city, but 
tho Tribune thinka tho ties which bind the 
party to the Ring too strong lo be easily 
brohon. and further, that even shonld it aaci 
rifice Hill, Tweed, and Connolly, that would 
not purify New v^jric Democracy nor give 
un honest gov rnment. A newspaper repor- 
ter has been informed by Oawold Ottaodorfler 
editor ol tbe Qetm&n.SlaaU Ziilung, that tba 
Germane Wtll.fake legal measures in the 
premises if frauds on tbe oity treasury ore 
ostabliahcd. Oitondoffar said he bad on 
iuteiview with Gov Hoffman, who told him 
hehad nooommunioation with tbe Tammsoy 
loaders since tha 12th of July, The Oov- 
ernor asked Oltendorflor to sea Hail and 
Coonolly, and ask them if tbe charges 
againat tbem were trne or false ; and to ad- 
viaathem if tksy were trne or falae they 
ought to deny thann.
